The Senate convened pursuant to adjournment. 

A message was received from his Excellency the acting Gov- 
ernor, which was read, and on motion of Mr. Hargis, ordered 
to lie on the table—which message was as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Senate i 

_ And House of Representatives : | 

The lamented death of our late Governor, has devolved 
upon me, the Constitutional duty of giving you information 
ofthe State of the Goverment, and of recommending to your 
consideration such measures asI may deem necessary andex- 
pedient. Sensibly impressed with theimportance ofthe trust, 
and with my inability and inexperience, I will endeavour to — 
comply with these weighty injunctions. 
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Your arrival at the Seat of Government, in conformity with 
the provisions of the Constitution, coming as you do immedi- 
ately from the bosom of the people, and clothed by them with 
the power to alter, amend or to insert new provisions in our mu- 
nicipal regulations, for the better security and furtherance of 
their interests, aptly illustrates the representative character of 
the government, and demonstrates its peculiar fitness and ex- 
cellence for the purposes of the American people, and at the 
same time presents a striking and pleasing contrast to the friends 
of our free and happy institutions. The circumstances under 
which you have assembled are highly flattering. The general 
health of the country and its increased and growing population 
gives the best evidence ofits prosperous condition, and claim 
our mutual gratulations. ` We have been visited with that aw- 
ful scourge of the human family, and although we have to 
mourn the:loss of many valuable citizens, yet comparatively 
speaking, we have been highly favored: and it becomes us, in 
the spirit of humility and profound adoration, to make our grate- 
ful acknowledgments to the Almighty, for the many and sig- 
nal blessings which he has been pleased to béstow upon us. 

In looking beyond our immediate borders, the state of our 
national affairs presents a prospect equally encouraging The 
right set up, and the position taken by an ancient and dis- 
tinguished sister State, together with the acts predicated on 
her ordinance, assumed a lowering aspect, and for a moment 
threatened to dismember, or to disturb the settled harmony of 
our national family. The heresies of Nullification and Secession 
have found their advocates in many of her distinguished, but 
misguided citizens. Bewildered in the mazes of theory, they 
glide with astonishing facility over facts that are destructive of 
the conclusions at which they arrive, and become the ready 
victims of passion and confirmed prejudice. 

The immense debt witk which wé emerged from the war of 
the revolution—the imbecility, and indeed the utter inefficiency 
of the Government under the old Confederation to meet the 
crisis—the necessity and object of the social constitutional com- 
pact—and the glorious results springing immediately from it, 
are facts from which the most clear and important conclusions 
flow, by such direct induction, as to carry conviction to the 
unbiassed and reflecting mind. i 

The prompt action of our chief magistrate, and the expres- 
sion of an overwhelming majority of the American people, have 
met, and denounced the doctrine of Nullification in a voice so 
decided, as to blast forever the hopes of the enemies of free 
Governments; and affords to us, and to the world, the highest, 
evidence of the intelligence, virtue and fidelity of the people,

with the cheering assurance that our union and liberty shall 
live forever. i 

The general diffusion of education among our citizens, pre- 
paratory tò a proper understanding and support of the rights 
and liberties they enjoy, and the duties they owe the govern- 
ment of their choice, as well as the improvement and general 
prosperity of the country, is so essential, that I feel it to be whol- 
ly unnecessary to enlarge upon the subject. By this, the citi- 
zens become qualified to act and judge for themselves; and be- 
ing well informed, will rarely fail to decide correctly. It isthe 
mind enlightened and expanded that increases the comfurts and 
means of happiness, and by its skill aids and facilitates labor; 
and the more it is instructed, the more certainly it will add to 
our physical powers. 

The necessity of a general school system has repeatedly 
been urged upon the legislature, and onne occasion, commis- 
sioners were appointed to digest and reybrt a plan for carrying 
into effect such system. This report of course is to be found 
in the archives of State—a reference to which may possibl+ 
- assist your deliberations. In calling your attention to this sub 
ject, I shall content myself with barely remarking, that I coy 
sider it very important that primary schools should be estz _ 
lished in every county in the State. J am aware of the dif- 
culty that presents itself in equalizing and adjusting a plan 
that may be reduced to practice. A difficulty arising from the. 
poverty of soil, and consequent sparseness of population, which 
seems to forbid the idea, from its onerous effects, of basing a 
system upon a fixed and equal ratio of taxation, that could, un- 
der different circumstances, be very properly resorted to, as af- 
fording equal. justice to all, without operating oppressively 
on any. 

Taking into view, however, the situation of the different sec- 
tions of the State, for the purpose of reaching and giving in- 
struction to all, it is apparent that a very liberal course of legis- 
lation becomes necessary to consummate a general plan. But 
whatever.the difficulties may be, the object to be attained is so 
desirable as to demand at least an effort; and I cherish the hope 
that you will be able to effect what has been too long de- 
layed—than which nothing can more certainly tend to the inter- 
est and welfare of the country. 

A desire to effect something worthy of themselves, and for the 
honor and prosperity of the country, is with legislators a high | 
and virtuous incentive; and I can conceive of no legislative ac- 
tion better calculated to promote the one or the other, than the 
adoption of and prosecution of a liberal system of internalim- 
provement. Heretofore, whenever a scheme for the purpose 
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‘has been proposed in the Legislature, it has been met with an 
opposition so determined, that I should, under ordinary circum- 
stances, be deterred from recommending the subject to your 
consideration, with that earnestness J am disposed to do; but 
the importance and necessity of the measure, have been made 
so manifest by further experience and reflection, that it seems 
to me there can now be but one opinion as to its propriety. I 
trust, then, it will not be assuming too much to say, that the 
Representatives of the people of Mississippi, stimulated by an 
honest and patriotic pride in the character of the State, and 
emulous of the great undertakings and improvements made in 
her sister States, will dispel that listlessness in which her coun- 
cile for a season seem to have been wrapt; and that they will 
now make a strenuous, united, and successful effort, not only 
to develope, but to make such application of the resources for 
the general improvement of the country, as to redeem and exalt 
her character. , i f 

The propriety of the und ing will properly rest upon 
a comparison between the probable beneficial results, and the 
estimated cost of the work to be accomplished. The sys- 
tem should be based upon. an intimate knowledge of the state of 
the resources and the products to which the industry of the coun- 
iryis directed. The performance of the.duties enjoined upon 
you, should induce a close examination of the objections that 
may tend to disconrage the undertaking. Inquiry and investi- 
gation, with an eye to the great and permanent interest of the 
State, must remove the obstacles that prejudice may oppose; 
and the operations of the government, through its municipal 
laws, will enable you to arrive at pretty correct conclusions as 
to the extent, as well as the proper application of the resour- 
ces. The claims of the State upon the General Government 
may be looked to with confidence, as a source from whencean , 
auxiliary aid to a very considerable amount may be fairly an- 
ticipated. 

To carry into effect a system of Internal Improvement, 
more or less difficulty must be encountered and overcome. The 
character and face of the country, thej difference of locality, 
and the variety of soil and population, will naturally give rise 
to the powerful impulse of sectional feeling, and an imaginary 
confliction of interests; and the Jonger these interests are suf- 
fered to flow and strengthen in their natural channels, unconnect- 
ed and independent of each other; the more will that lauda- 
ble zeal for the general interest and prosperity of the whole 
be diminished. It is by increased facilities of intercommuni- 
cation alone, that these interests zan be united and directed to 
the advantage of the whole. By this the people become fa 
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miliar with each other; their several wants made known and sup” 
plied, the manners and customs of the different sections become 
assimilated and their interestsidentified; and, when the mists of 
sectional jealousy shall have vanished before the influence of 
reason and the effects of an enlarged and enlightened policy, 
it will then be seen that we have mutual interests to protect, 
which require our united industry and enterprise. Ina Gov- 
ernment Hike ours, the general and individual interests, pro- 
perly understood, are so intimately connected that a check could 
scarcely be imposed on the one, without operating injuriously 
upon the other. 

The adoption and execution of a judicious system of inter- 
nal improvements, cannot fail to enliven and invigorate the 
country, and must as certainly accelerate the march of the 

| State in assuming that high stand which she is destined by 
| nature to occupy. And although the history of public under- 
takings, discloses the fact, that in the beginning, discouragement 
and frowns often await them, yet it isencouraging to reflect that 
no objects of political economy, more richly remunerate judi- 
cious expenditures, none certainly more creditable to the State, 
and none, the utility of which is more generally admitted. In 
supportof this recommendation, allow me to remark, that there 
is rarely found a more ample and inviting field for the em- 
ployment of the arts of man, in aiding and completing the works 
of nature, for his accommodation and inerest. 

The true policy of the State, requires that the first expen- 
ditures should be made in establishing and rearing up markets 
within her own limits. This I consider all important from the 
peculiar situation and circumstances in which we are placed, 
and to which I particularly invite your attention. And while I 
would carefully avoid, expenditures too widely expanded, by 
which our means may be frittered away without probably 
consummating any valuable object, yet under a sense of duty, 
I cannot hesitate to urge the necessity of at least, three Rail 
Roads running across the Country. These roads should be 
undertaken and completed with the least possible delay. By 
these means the exports and trade would be directed to parti- 
cular points on the navigable streams of the Country. This 
would invite capital for its purchase, and where the sales are 
made, there also the bulk of the purchases will be made.— . 
Should the scheme of establishing Ports of entry on the Mis- 
lissippi succeed, and fromthe experiments already made, it can 
scarcely be doubted, it must give a strongimpetus and succour 
to the undertaking. i 
It may safely be assumed as an ariom, that in whatever 
wdertakings individuals may be disposed to vest their capi 


` sary to dilate upon the usefulness of these roads; some of the 
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tal, the State need not hesitate in trusting herse I therefore — 
beg leave tosuggest for your consideration, the propriety ofchar- .. 
tering companies for the construction of these roads; and up- : 
on the condition of their subscribing and procuring to be paid 
ina certain amount, say two thirds of the sum necessary for | 
completing the work, the State should subscribe for the bal- 
ance of the stock. This plan combines theability of the state 
with the keen eyed and searching vigilance of individual interest, 
and may have the effect not only of ensuring the undertaking, 
but the speedy construction of the roads; and may also super- 
cede the necessityof inviting foreign capital, the insidious and 
corrupting influence of which, I would sédulously avoid, except 
as a dernier resort. It is not my purpose, nor can it be neces- 


benefits however to.the local and general interests, I will brief- 
ly notice. The great advantages that must result to individuals 
from the enhanced value of their lands; the reduced price of 
transportation in getting theircrops to market, and the increas- 
ed demand for labor, materials and provisions.—The revenue 
that will flow into the Treasury, will be derived from the tax 
upon this increased wealth, and the sales on merchandise, 
It.will be your province on the one hand, to regulate the rate 
of tolls, so as to secure to enterprising individuals, a fair divi- 
dend on their investments, and on theother, to chasten an in- 
ordinate desire of gain. 

Against this planit may possibly be urged, that the State ought 
not to havé. any‘concern in stock of any description. This objec- 
tion has been made and pressed by some politicians, and par- 
ticularly as applied to Banking Institutions. I confess I am 
wholly at a loss to conceive by what reasoning this postion can 
be sustained; and it is equally removed beyond my compre- 
hension, why the State should not become a partner. The pro- 
fits accruing to the State, return again to the People, the 
scource from whence they emanated. Instead then of sueh 
an exclusion, it may well be urged that the State should have 
an interest in every Bank she charters. 

The roads contemplated, constitute but a part of a complete 
system; they are properly the first step, and the State should 
follow up this work with an extension of the system, by which 
all the other roads and the navigable streams necessary. should 
beimproved. In this branch of the plan, the State ought to be 
the pioneer, moving unconnected with individual interest. 
The policy of chartering companies, or granting to individuals 
the privilege of building bridges or making turnpike roads an 
exacting tolls, must everbe the source of disappointment, abus 

and the most mischievous consequencs, besides the strong objec 
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tion to its exclusive and monopolizing character. The history 
of: our past Legislation proves the inefficiency of the plan, and 
instances may be readily cited of its bad effects. Entertaining 
these views, I am satisfied that the condition and prosperity 
ofthe State, require that a liberal system of Internal Improve- 
anent should be immediately adopted, and vigorously presecu- 
ted to its consummation: and that the Legislature, with a 
promptness and liberality worthy the importance of the object, 
should by a loan or otherwise, provide @ fund sufficient to defray 
the expense that may be incurred on the part of the State. 

The many advantages to result, it is true, are potential, but 
the experience ofthe older. States warrants the conclusion, that 
the harvest, from a well digested plan of improvement will be 
abundant—a plan assuming for its basis the substantial and 
thorough improvement of the country, as contra-distinguished 
from the policy of chartering numerous Companies, whose pri- 
mary object will be toreap the best possible dividend. This is 
the moment forits friends tostep forward, torouse and direct the 
enterprise, to repudiate and to merge the miserable aspirations 
ofthe Demagogue, who breathes alone for self, in the more lib- 
eral and comprehensive schemes of the Statesman, whose views 
are bordered only by the whole of his Country.—The resour- 
ces of the State will be anidle boast, if they are to remain locked 
within her bosom. She may regret her misguided policy— 
she may mourn the humiliating condition of being left an. im- 
measurable distance behind in the march of useful enterprise; 
but she can never attain that character with which her sister 
States are distinguished by their grand achievements. Let | 
us then rather encounter the hazard of the storm, than remain 
- thug perpetually becalmed. 

I have the pleasure to inform you that the State Bonds have 
been sold by the commissioners appointed for that purpose at 
133 per cent premium. This result is very satisfactory as an 
evidence of the high and rising character of the State abroad. 
Much credit is due to the Commissioners for their able and in- 
defatigable exertions in the discharge of their duties. The zeal 
and skill' with which they have consulted and promoted the 
interest of the State, in effecting the object of their mission, 
is alike honorable to themselves, and creditable to the Bank. 
| This Institution may now be considered as established on 
a firm basis,and by its successful operations has obtained a 
degree of confidence in the public mind,. that places it beyond 
the influence or control of the circumstances and opposition, that 
threatened to strangle it in its inception. The premium onthe 
Bonds, and the dividend declared for the last six monttis, de- 
velop a resource from whence an immense revenue may be 
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derived, and exposes in the clearest manner the fallacy of the 


arguments, and the unsoundness of the. predictions, that haye/‘ 


been levelled against the Bank. 

To sustainand perpetuate the credit of the State, the success- 
ful operations of this Institution are essential, and must there- 
fore be an object of your earnest solicitude. The conduct of 


' the Officers in its management, as faras Lam informed, may 


well be compared with those of any Institution in the Union, 
and leaves little doubt of its continued usefulness. 
Having expressed my entire confidence as to the successful 
operations of the Bank, and the advantages to flow from it to 
theState, sofar atleast asdepends upon theagency and control 
of the Directory, I cannot consent todismiss the subject with- 
out directing your attention to the dangerous consequences, to 
be apprehended from premature or improper Legislation. A 
disposition to increase these facilities (unfortunately it seems 
to me) has manifested itself, and it is altogether probable that 
one or more Chartered Companies will. apply for Banking 


‘privileges; andif granted to one,it must become general. Eve- 


ry Company will claim the same right, and demand at your 


-handsthe like privilege. To discriminate would be making in- 


vidous distinctions, well calculated to increase or create local 
jealousies that may paralyze your action, and render abortive 
your ‘best efforts to promote the interest of the community at 
jarge.~ The State has now acquired ackharacter and credit in 
the money market that will enable her hereafter, whenever it 
may. become necesssary, to effect a loan on the most advanta- 
geous terms. 2 . 

It is the opinion of much abler financiers than I pretend to 
be, that the amount of Bank capital already chartered will 
-giveus a circulating medium equal tothe necessary wants of 
the community, as soon as the stock is paid in, which I presume 


will be done in a few months, when the Planters’ as well as the. 


Agricultural Bank, will be enabled to go into full operation. 
The rapid growth of our population, connected with other, cir- 
cumstances, may render it necesssary at some future period to 
increase the capital; but it is believed that the necessity does 
not now ex'st and may not, perhaps for some years. Pru- 
dence would seem to dictate the propriety of waiting at least 
until those institutions go into full operation, after which, 
if it be found necessary, the capital may be increased to meet 
the demands. i 

Thecommission of crimes from some cause evidently increas- 
es under our criminal code, inflicting capital punishment. 
It would seem, therefore, that its sanguinary character is not 
swcient to deter from offence; and that individuals are in. 
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some degree emboldened by the frequency of escape from the 
penalties of the law, to inflict the most daring and serious in- 
juries upon society, with impunity.—It cannot be doubted that 
the severity of the law measurably defeats its operation. The 
generally received opinion seems to rest the preventive rather 


upon the certainty than the degree of punishment. Hence it 


is, that the wisdom and philanthropy of the age favour the 
Penitentiary system, which graduates a scale of punishment 
commensurate with the crime. te 

I imagine there will be little diversity of opinion as to the 
propriety of adopting thissystem. The subject has been dis- 
cussed by a previous Legislature, and two distinguished gen- 
tlemen were appointed to investigate the matter, whose report 
was laid before the Legislature at their last session, but from 
some cause was not acted upon, and to which-reference may 
be had. i: , 

The question whether the State‘ is now ready, or whether 
the erection of a suitable building should be immediately un- 
dertaken or not, is for your decision. It may be well to avail 
ourselves of the experience and improvements of the older 
States; and for this purpose, I should think it advisable to ap- 
point some competent person to inspect and execute draw- 
ings of the most approved plans of the State. Prisons of other 
States, to be exhibited tosuch authority as youmay deem pro- 
per, for selection. i 

On my arrival atthis place, I found that my immediate pre- 
decessor had communicated with, and had tendered the appoint- 
ment of architect to superintend the erection and workmanship 
of the public buildings in the town of Jackson to Mr. Morrison, 
of Nashville. A considerable time had elapsed before his reply 
was received, in which he partially accepted. From the in- 
disposition and engagements of this gentlemen, I was induced 
to believe that some disappointment would probably ensue; 
and considering it proper that something of a decisive charac- 
ter should take place with as little additional delay as possi- 
ble, I despatcheda special messenger, whose return brought 
me Mr. Morrison’s ultimate refusal. 

I have since conferred the appointment on Mr. Lawrence. 
This gentleman has produced the most satisfactory testimo- > 
nials and specimens of his qualifications, and will, lampersua- 
ded, discharge the duties enjoined upon him in a manner high- 
ly creditable to himself and the State. 7 Poa 

‘In case the sales of the town lots, and of the public proper- 
ty adjoining, shall not produce the sum herein appropriated, ` 
the Governor shall have power to supply the deficiency by 
drawing a sufficient sum fromthe amount onthe premiums up- 
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on the State bends; which sum so drawn shall be reimbursed 
to the sinking tund. i 


The 13th section ofthe amended charter says, that if there 


, shall be any surplus of the proceeds of said loan or loans, after 
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paying the said subscription and the expenses of negotiating 
the same, said surplus shall be paid over to the commissioners 


of the sinking fund, and become part thereof.—As the premi- 
ums on the bonds appear to be placed beyond the reach of the 
Legislature, it may be well to investigate the available funds, 
so as to determine whether any further provisions be neces- 
sary. l 

By the first section under the head of militia, it is made the 


_ duty, of the Legislature to provide by Jaw for the organization 


and discipline of the militia of this State, in such manner as. 


it may deem expedient, not incompatible with the laws of 


the United States in relation thereto. > s 

. The Legislature having failed to act at the last session 
upon the subject, has disorganized the whole system, and your 
prompt interposition is called for. Many elections have been 
held, but this department could not recognize the returns, nor 
can commissions issue until the action of your body is had upon 
thesubject. Fixing the time and mode of election, as well as 
the tenure of office, seems to be indispensible asa preliminary 
step. Under the general confusion I have thought it may. rot 
be amiss to divide the State into at least four divisions, anda pro- 


portionable number of brigades, as the best plan of organizing” 


the militia of the State with the greatest possible despaich. 
There would then be a reasonable prospect of each Major 
General attending his division once a year; thereby keeping 
his subaltern officers in the strict line of their duty. And no- 
thing is better calculated to inspire military pride than a strict 
observance and discharge of the duties of officers from the high- 
est to the lowest. This idea, hofyévVek, I advance with some 
hesitation, as my experience in military affairs is too limited 
forme to speak with confidence on the subject. 

The discrepancies and conflictions in the provisions of the 
election law, render itso vague and indefinite.as to call your 
attention to its revision.—The law requires in the case of sena- 
tors and judges of the high court of errors and ‘appeals that 
all the returns shall be made to the returning officer of the coun- 
ty first named within five days. . This provision, of itself, must 
generally defeat the law, as the retirns can‘rarely be made 
in that time.” ‘The constitution makes it the duty of the Se- 
cretry of State, on receiving all the official returns, to act ace- 
cordingly. It is therefore his peculiar province to recognize 
and determine when they are received. - The law makes it the 
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duty of the returning officer to give his certificate to the high- 
est candidate, but there it stops; making no provision how the 
certificate is to find its way on the returns from all the other 
counties, which is evidently intended by the constitution to be 
lodged in the Secretary’s office. - I cannot suppose that these 
bare certificates, even if made out according to law, can, under 
the constitution be received as the official returns. 

. The Legislature at their last session made no provision con- 
cerning Notaries Public: I could not under such circumstances 
commission, and it must require your action ordering the elec- 
tion, and fixing the tenure of office before any thing can be 
done. In thecharter of the Planters’ Bank, the right is given 
to the Bank, and its officers, of electing their own notaries. 
This was deemed to be a strong case, a right guarantied in the 
. nature of a compact, and accordingly. I was urged, (upon the 

Board fixing a limit to the tenure) to commission, When your 
«body shall have acted upon the subject, the right will then ac- 
“rue to the Bank: but a different icourse would seem to wrest 

from its legitimate source, the law-making power. 

On the 13th of June, I received a communication from W. 
B. Guion, Esq. informing me, that in conformity to the memo- 
rials of previous Legislatures, and the application of Mr. Plum- 
mer tothe War Department, for an Engineer, he had been de- 
tailed from the topagraphical bureau, to make certain surveys 
in this State, and inclosing his instructions, accompanied with 
the correspondence between the late Governor and himself. 
The Legislature had not made any provision, nor was I autho- 
rized to make any advances, but the circumstance of the arri- 
val of an Engineer, at the instance of the State, and the im- 
portance of having correct surveys and estimates, induced me 
unhesitatingly to place at the disposition of this gentleman 
$1000, a sum that he supposed might be sufficient to meet the 
expenditures. 

I have understood, informally, that the survey of a tract for 
a Rail Road, had been made from Manchester to Pearl river, 
and that the road was spoken of very favourably. Mr. Guion, 
I presume, is now on the Yazoo pass, and it is to be supposed 
that he has not yet béen able to complete the survey. 

Ihave thus, gentlemen, pointed your attention to such mat- 
ters as I deemed essential to the public good, and worthy of your 
deliberation;.and have given te you very frankly, but with 
much difference, the views that have suggested themselves to 
my mind upon these subjects. If any thing has been omitted, 
orif I have fallen into any error of opinion in relation to all 
or any of ihe subjects, which I have brought before you, my 
anxiety is mitigated by the consideration, that I shall very soon 
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be succeeded by the ‘Governor elect, who has been chosen to 
fill the high and responsible station, in which I have unexpect- 
edly been placed. And 1 have the consolation to know that 
the vigilance, wisdom, and patriotism of your body; will safely 
guard and support the public welfare. 

While we are mutually endeavouring in good faith, and to 
the best of our judgments, to discharge our respective duties to 
the country, I feel that I have much to ask and expect from 
your kind indulgence and liberality. 

I tender the assurance, gentlemen, of my willingness to co- ' 
operate with you, in all measures calculated to advance the 

public good. 
~ That your deliberations may be conducted with harmony, 
directed by divine wisdom and goodness, to the promotion, hon- ..

The difference in the balances exhibited by the Auditor and 
Treasurer up to the third day of March, 1833, the close of the 
fiscal year, is accounted for as follows: 'Two warrants No. 309 
and 310 drawn in favour of J. A. McRaven for the sum of 
two hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifty cents, were issued 
on the 27th day of February last, and were not presented at 
the Treasury before the close of the fiscal year.

Thompson, for the sum of two dollars, dated the 25th day of 
November last. ` No. 245, drawn in favor of H. D. Denny, for 
the sum of fifty dollars, dated the Sth day of February last, 
amounting to one hundred and three dollars and eighty-seven 
cents and a half, were paid at the Treasury after the commence- 
ment of this year, and before the close of' the fiscal-year there- 
of. This last mentioned amount being deducted from the amount 
of disbursments made by the Auditor up to the close of the fis- 
cal year 1833, and the sum of two hundred and thirty-six dol- 
lars and fifty cents, being added thereto, will show a balance 
on his books of five thousand and thirty-seven dollars and twen- 
ty-four cents, and one fourth, varying only about the one fourth 
of a cent from the balance exhibited by the Treasurer up to

No. 309 and 310, drawn in favour of Jo- 
seph A. McRaven, dated the 27th day of February, 1833; for 
the sum of two hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifty cents, 
have been paid at the Treasury since the 4th day of March, 
1833. Which several sums- together with the differenge be- 
tween the balances exhibited in the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s 
report up to the close of the fiscal year, (which has already been 
explained,) being deducted from the balance as above exhibited 
from the 4th day of March, 1833, up to this date, reduces the 
amount to- the sum of seventeen thousand five hundred and 
twenty-seven dollars and seventy-three cents, to which add for- 
ty-two dollars, the amount of the pay warrant, No. 115, drawn 
in favour of F, Davis, dated the 19th day of August, 1833; which 
has not been presented for payment at the Treasury, and it 
shows a balance remaining in the Treasury up to this date 
amounting to seventeen thousand five hundred and sixty-nine 
dollars and seventy-three cents, agreeing precisely with the bal- 
ance as exhibited in the Treasurer’s report. Statement A. ex- 
hibits the balances due to and from the State. Statement B 
shows the amount of each subject of taxation and the total 
amount of State tax due thereon so far as the assessment: re- 
turns have been received at the Auditor’s Office, and statement 
C shows: the number of shares of Bank Stock owned by the 
State, also the number subscribed for on account of the litera- 
ry and three per cent. funds. l 

The expenditures of the State during the present year do not 
exceed those of the past, whilst the amount to be paid into the 
Treasury from the various sources of revenue, together with 
the amount now remaining in the Treasury, will at the close of 
the next fiscal year, present a much larger balance in the Trea- 
sry than that of this year. 

he balance now remaining in the Treasury would have 
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been much larger but for the failure of several of the collectors 
to pay in the amounts due by them. I can however offer the 
gratifying assurance that the amount is fully adequate to the dis- 
charge of every just demand against the Treasury. - 

Since the financial concerns of the State were placed under 
my supervision, I have diligently examined the numerous acts 
in relation tothe Revenue Department, and having given them 
that consideration which the station I have the honour to hold 
strenuonsly enjoined upon me; I am induced.to believe that the 
increased population and great influx of wealth in our State, in 
connexion with other sources of revenue, place our fiscal con- 
cerns in such a flourishing condition, as to render it unnecessary 
to change at this Legislature, the present ratio of taxation, 

I would respectfully recommend to the consideration of the 
Legislature, the act in relation to the tax on Billiard Tables, 
and also the one in reference to venders of slaves. The for- 
mer of which should be so amended as to make it the duty of 
the Assessor‘or Collector, whenever a Billiard Table has been 
set uygfor play, forthwith to demand of, and receive from the per- 
son or persons setting up or causing the same to be set up for 
play, the sum of five hundred dollars. From the various acts 

-passed in relation to Billiard Tables, it was evidently the in- 
tention of the Legislature, that every pne set up for play, should 
pay a tax of five hundred dollafs to the State. This intention 
of the Legislature, it appears, has been defeated, as the sumof , 
five hundred dollars only has been received during the last two - 
years, on account of Billiard’ Tables; notwithstanding there 

- were in all that time, upwards of ten in operation in the State. 
The actin relation to venders, of slaves, should be so amended 
as to compel the vender or venders to enter into.a bond with. 
good and suflicient surety, in the sum of one thousand- dollars 
for the payment of the tax on the sales of their slaves. This 

increase in the amount of their bonds, is, 1 conceive, all impor- 
tant, as I have been informed by some of the collectors, that in 
many instances the venders would pay their bonds at the expi- - 
ration of two months in preference to the tax due by them, be- 
cause the latter would considerably exceed the former. Act- 

_ cording te my interpretation of the act of 1826, in relation.to 
the revenue of the State, every person is considered a vender 
of slaves who buys and sells them for a profit, and I have given 
instructions to the collectors to demand of, and receive from 
every person engaged in the traffic, a tax, of one per cent. on 
the amount, of their sales. I am informed that many of our 
citizens engaged in the trade have refused to pay 4 tax, believ- 
ing, as they state, that they are exempted by the. provisions of . 

the act of 1825, regulating sales of merehandize at auction, . | 
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and for other purposes. It is not my intention to draw from the 
hands of any citizen a tax which he ought not in, justice to pay. 
My only object is to act as a faithful sentinel to the Treasury 
and secure to its coffers, that which properly belongs to them. 
Should my construction of the law be sustained by the Legisla- 
ture, I would respectfully recommend that the aet be so amend- 
ed, as to divest it of any ambiguity it may be thought to possess, 
and obviously declare the liability of every person bound to pay 
said tax. Several of the Assessors, as will be seen by statement ` 
B, have failed to present their returns within the time pre- 
scribed by law. Presuming that their failure-has resulted from 
the unusual sickness which has so generally prevailed in the 
State, during the present year; and not having received their 
commissions in time to` commence an early assessmeni, and be- 
lieving that their returns will be yet made, I would recommend 
to the Legislature, to pass an act authorizing the Auditor to re- 
ceive such returns and allow the Assessors their usual commis- 
sions, should the returns be made by the loth day of January 
next. 
. In pursuance of “an act to establish a Planters’ Bank in the 
State of Mississippi,” I examined thé Plantet?’ Bank at Nat- 
chez on the 6th and 7thinstant. he books were submitted for 
my inspection and every facility/afforded by the President and 
Cashier to give me a complete/fiew of its situation. i 

I have the honor to report yo the Legislature that the Bank 
has not violated any provisiokain its Charter; that the books 
are kept in a splendid and accurafe manner, exhibiting at one 
view to the complete accountant a\perfect knowledge of of the 
condition of the Bank, Dr. Gustine the President, and S. 
Sprague, the Cashier, are gentlemen pre-eminently qualified for 
the stations they hold, and indeed, every office attached te the 
Bank, appears to have been judiciously filled. 

The capital stock of the Bank on the 19th day of February, 
1833, amounted to six hundred and ninety-six thousand dollars, 
Subsequently, and before the first day of May, 1833, she loan- 
ed, by borrowing from other Banks, and the payment of a very 
small interest to individual depositors with the circulation of 
the Bank in exchange and bills receivable, upwards of two 
millions of dollars with perfect safety to the Bank. -During the 
present year, the Bank and its branches have loaned at six and 
twelve months about seven hundred and sixty thousand dollars. 
The branches made long loans fo the full amount of the capi- 
tal paid in; ittherefore became necessary thatthe parent Bank 
should. make short loans in order to meet any emergency that 
might. arise and distribute the amouut equally. On the first 
day of August last, and previously to the sale of the present 
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bonds, the sinking fund amounted to thirty-one thousand one 
hundred and forty-seven dollars and forty-one cents, after pay- 
ing the interest due on the first day of July last, on the first five 
hundred thousand dollars, which sum was loaned for twelve 
months at the rate of ten per ‘cent. per annum on notes with 
good and sufficient surety. í 

The State bonds were sold on the 19th day of July last, ata . 
premium of one hundred and ninety-eight thousand seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, which gives a nett premium of one hun- 
dred and sixty-five thousand dollars, after paying all the inter- 
est due by the State on the sale offher bonds up to the first day 
of September last, and at the time of the delivery of the res- 
pective parcels suhsequently. thereto, and-receiving interest 
due the State from the 19th day of July, the day on which the 
bonds were sold. ma i 

The State has now ten thousand shares of bank stock in the 
Planter’s Bank, subscribed and paid for, on which she will, in all 
probability, receive in January next, a dividend of fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

On the first day of February next, the amount of the sales 
of the State bonds will have been paid in, when the State will 
have ten thousand additional shares of stock, making in all ` 
twenty thousand shares, on which she will receive on the first 
day of July next, a dividend of one hundred thousand dollars, 
which several sums being added to the sinking fund and the in- 
terest due on the State bonds up to the first day of September 
next, being paid and deducted therefrom, will on that day leave 
in the sinking fund, the sum of two hundred and twenty-six 
thousand one hundred and forty-seven dollars and forty-one 
cents, leaving the expenses of the Commissioners, (which will 
amount to about five thousand dollars) to be paid. | 

The sinking fund will thereafter, should the bank declare a 
dividend of ten per cent. per annum on its stock, increase 
eighty thousand dollars annually from the dividends of the 
Bank alone. On the first day of January, 1841, it will have 
increased to one million twenty-six thousand four hundred and 
seventy-eight dollars. ‘Fhe first instalment of the State’ bonds 
amounting to one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, 
will, on that day become due, which sam,being deducted, will, 
on that day leave in the sinking fund, a balance df nine hun- 
dred and one thousand four hundred and seventy-eight dollars”, 
Should the Legislature permit the sinking fund to remain un- 
disturbed until the year 1871, and it should be loaned out at 
compound interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum, it 
will then, if the Bank should declare annually a dividend of 
ten per cent.’on its stock, have amounted after paying the last

- two millions four hundred and fifty-four thousand and four hun- 


dred and forty-nine dollars, 
‘The growing condition of our State, its rapid increase in pop- 


= ulation and wealth, enabled us from a fair,and reasonable cal- 


culation, to look through the vista of succeeding years to a pe- 
riod when we shall have reached the meridian of unclouded 
prosperity, and assume a stand equal in all respects to any of 
our sister States. To effect this great desideratum, our wealth 
should increase and our coffers be filled. The Auditor haviug 
examined :the various sources of revenue most likely to produce 
a result so auspicious, has come to the conclusion, which he 
would respectfully recommend to the consideration of the Le- 
gislature, that the capital stock of the Planter’s Bank, should 
be still farther increased to at least ten millions of dollars. 
This method I think would be the vest and surest to increase the 
moneyed capital of our State. The people of Mississippi can- 
not be supplied ‘with the one half of. the amount of money they 
need and must have. 'The United States Bank has for some time 
been curtailing her discounts, and in all probability, will in a 
few years close business. The northern part of the State is 
increasing ‘rapidly in population; the respectability and wealth 
of which, is not surpassed by any section of the State. They 
will soon need banking facilities which ought not te be denied 


them. 


A 

The present capital of the Planters’ Bank will atot enable 
her to supply the branch at this place, with the one fourth, of 
the-amount she will need; and the State will soon have a con- 
siderable amount of funds arising from her stock inthe Bank 
of the State of Mississippi, and the literary fund stock, togeth- 
er with the dividends due thereon, which cannot-be invested in 
stock in the Planters’ Bank, owing to the whole of the stock 
“having been taken up. The interest and prosperity of the 
Planters’ Bank, is identified with the interests of the State. 
She has grown under the fostering care of the Legislature,:and 
the wise and judicious management of her able financiers; it 
only now remains for the Legislature to continue the helping 
hand and all their favors will be more than reciprocated in the ` 
‘bounteous harvest of rich dividends.: Hereunto appended, and 
marked (D,) is an account current of the general. balance of 
the Planters’ Bank to the 6th instant. The item showing the 
sum due to other Banks, may be said to be imaginary, as a con- 
siderable part thereof, is the-result of the Bank having antici- 
‘pated the payment of the several instalments due on the State 
bonds by checking on the Banks into which these payments 
‘were to be made—the checks at the time of their issue, having 
‘been placed to the credit.of those Rapks. -When the Planters’ 
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Bank shall have been notified of the actual payment of the 
several instalments, the amount will be placed to the debit- 
of those Banks, and the sum which now seems to be due to 
those Banks will be reduced. In like mamnef,a large amount ` 
of the capital stock of the Planters’ Bank, has been paid into 
the Bank, charged with its transfer office in Philadelphia, which 
has not as yet been charged te the account of that Bank, in 
consequence of the Planters’ Bank not having received a de- 
tailed statement of such payments. This sum has also been 
checked for and the amount appears to the credit of that Bank 
from the circumstances above detailed. From the general 
balance of the Planters’ Bank, it appears that that institution 
is largely indebted to other Banks, when in reality they are large- 
ly indebted to the Planters’ Bank. KARG 

A part of the town lots have been sold at a price which has 
fully realized the anticipations of those friendly to the town of 
Jackson. 'Fhe next sale will take place on the fourth Saturday 
of this month, at which time the lots will, in all probability, sell 
for a higher price than those did at the former sale. 

The Commissioners appointed by his excellency the Govern- 
or, to estimate the yalue of the 36 sections of land granted to 
the State of Mississippi by the United States, for a Seminary 
of Learning, have examined those lands and estimated the 
value thereof, (except the N. W: 1-4 and S. W. 1-4 of section 
28, ee 15, range 5 east,) and presented their report at 
my office. 

Toon the fact, that twenty-eight of the sections were exam- 
ined by only two Commissioners and the report of the exami- 
nation of the thirty-six sections not having reached my office 
within the time prescribed by law, I was of opinion that the 
sale could not take place without further action of the Legisla- 
ture on the subject. But believing that it will be to the mani- 
fest interest of the State, that the sections be now sold, and hav- 
ing been advised by the Attorney General, that 1 will be sus- 
tained by the act, I have commenced the sale of the sections 
which have been examined by the Commissioners, and shall 
continue the same until completed. Should your honorable 
body, however, conceive that the act of the Commissioners is- 
invalid, and that the sale of the lands will be illegal, I would 
respectfully recommend that a law be passed ratifying and con- 
firming the act of the Commissionors and declaring the sale 
valid. g

s, REPORT. a 

It is a source of some regret to your Treasurer, that he is 
unable to exhibit to your honorable body, a more full. and re- 
plenished Treasury, than the balances below seem to indicate; 
but I trust that upon a fair view of the subject, it will be seen 
that the smallness of this balance is not sq- much the result of 
any radical d@fect in the revenue system, as it is owing to a va- 
riety of incidental causes. 

A very considerable increase and augmentation of the er- 
penditures of the Government accrued during the last year in 
consequence of the burthen of a lengthy Convention, and the 
protracted session of the Legislature which immediately fol- 
lowed it. 

These ex'ra and heavy expenditures, added to the fact, that 
there is a considerable portion of the taxes of the year 1832, 
still unpaid, will, it is hoped, account satisfactorily to your hon- 
orable body for the low ebb at which the Treasury at this time 
appears to rest. 
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Connected with the financial interests of the State is that 
ef the revenue to be derived from the disposal of the lots in the 
town of Jackson; a sale of about fifty of which was effected. 
by the Commissioner in April last, in conformity with the pro- 
visions ef the statute upen that subject, amounting to a sum 
but little short of twenty thousand dollars; one third of which 
will be available to the State in April next. ‘These aids, ad- 
ded to the assessments of the present year, (which will also be 
due on the first of May next) together with’ other incidental re- 
sources, which will no doubt be brought in requisition! by the 
wisdom of the Legislature, will, it is hoped, sustain the Treas- 
ury in that reputable standing, for sound credit, punctuality, 
and good faith in her payments, which she has heretofore so 
uniformly supported. 

Your Treasurer, therefore, deems it unnecessary and inex- 
pedient at this time to exercise his statutary right of recom- 
mending to your honorable body any new subjects of taxation, 
or an increased taxation on subjects already taxed; believing 
as he does that the future condition of the Treasury will nei- 
ther require or demand it. os

I received, a short time since, a letter from John Henderson, 

Esq. Executor of the late Governor, who informed me that he 
had not at that time, a sufficient command of the papers to ascer- 
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tain to what amoentj but he had understood that Governor 
Scott had made some payments, properly chargeable to the 
contingent fund, and as soon as he could obtain the necessary 
information, he was anxious to pay the balance over in any 
manner that I might suggest. 1 make this communication in 
conformity to the wish of Mr. Henderson, who is desirous that 
the matter should be arranged as to prevent any improper im- 
pressions. It is usual for the Governor to draw the whole of 
the contingent fund at- once, or at least it is frequently done, 
and upon his exhibiting the necessary vouchers, &c., I cannot 
conceive any possible misconstruction that can take place.

When the President of the Senate stated the object of the 
convention of the two Houses, and thereupon the Governor 
£lect arose and delivered the following inaugural address: 
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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 
Gentlemen of the Senate ` . 
_ And of the House of Representatives: l 

The people of the State of Mississippi having, by their free 
and unbiassed suffrages, conferred on me the distinguished hon- 
orof making me their Governor for the ensuing term, I appear 
before you for the purpose of taking upon myself the solemni- 
ties of an oath, preparatory to my entering upon the discharge 
of the important duties assigned me. 

For this-very flattering evidence of their confidence and es- 
teem, I am at a loss for language competent to the expression of 
my gratitude. Nor do I assume to myself the high functions 
thus conferred, without feeling a sincere distrust of my ability: 
to do ample justice to public expectation. 

My acceptance implies a determination to do my duty; which 
shall be more fully developed in the exercise of my, humble 
abilities and untiring zeal for the prosperity of Mississippi. 

Being deeply impressed with the importance of my situation, 
and of the high obligation I am under to the people of my 
State, I stand pledged in the discharge of the duties of my of- 
fice, to use my best efforts in harmonizing the various interests 
of the State, and to promote the happiness and prosperity of 
the whole people. 

In the discharge of those duties more strictly executive, I 
shall place much stress on the constitutional injunction which 
. Pi E the executive to see that the laws are faithfully exe- 
cated, i 

In the administration of our criminal laws, I should feel my 
unworthiness, were I not unalterably fixed in my determination 
todo my duty in all cases presented for my consideration, with- 
out fear or affection. If I were capable of being goyerned by 
a lower order of motives, I should look upon myself as not de- 
serving the confidence of a patriotic people. 

The duty of laying before you a message, exhibiting to your 
view the condition of the Government, having been performed 
by one whose duty it was, obviates the propriety af my doing 
so; nor could that duty be well performed by one not having 
had in charge the administration of affairs. I nevertheless feel 
impelled by a sense of duty to submit for your consideration a 
Hl suggestions touching the present and future policy of the 

tate. 

Our newly modelled constitution, just struggling into exis- 
tence, is a subject which requires much deliberation. To le- 
gislate so as to give energy and effect to its traly democratic 
features, is a matter of much difficulty. Its having been en- 
trusted to our charge, we cannot too seriously deliberate on its 
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importance to the State. Experience has already taught us’ 
that inefficient legislation is caleulated to do injustice to the - 
system, and to render it odious even to those of its friends who - 
do not take into consideration the cause and effect. 

Whatever may have been the dissensions among us im its 
adoption, it now becomes our duty to conform in our legislation 
to its provisions. j 

The formation of our newly acquired territory into'conveni- 
ent counties, with such other legislation as will extend to that 
large and respectable portion of our population all the benefits 
and privileges of the government, I cannet urge with teo much 
emphasis upon your consideration. . 

A well regulated militia being of such immense importance 
to Mississippi, I feel it my duty to recommend a revision of our 
militia laws, with a due regard to the reorganization of divisions, 
brigades, regiments and battalions. Under ordinary circum- 
stances, a measure of this kind would be attended with much 
embarrassment, because it could not be done without interfe- 
ring with the commands of officers, so as to produce dissatisfac- 
tion. Under the present state of things, we should be released 
from these unpleasant circumstances. 

By a reference to the constitution, article 1 and section 30, 
_ it will be seen that no officer can be appointed in this State, ex- 
cept for a limited period of time. It therefore becomes the in- 
dispensible duty of the Legislature to provide a mode for the 
election of all military officers—fixing a limited period for their 
term of service; and as there frequently exists much difficulty 
‘in a complete organization under the best system of laws, from 
the neglect or refusal of the people to elect their officers, ren- 
dering it impracticable for general officers to procure muster: 
rolls, to enable them to present to proper authority the effective 
strength of the forces of the State, I would, with due consider- 
ation, urge the propriety of the investment of power some- 
where, of conferring brevet appointments for special purposes, 
and requiring the performance of such services. ‘Fhis would 
enable the proper officers, at all times when thus required, to 
make full and ample reports, showing the strength and condi- 

tion of the militia; and it would furthermore enable them to: 
keep up a regularly disciplined parol—a service strongly called 
for ina State situated like ours. 

The Seat of Government of the State being fixed by the 

constitution, until the year 1850, it becomes the duty of those 
- at the helm of affairs to extend to it a fostering hand. 

To this end I-would recommend the appropriation of the 
three per cent. fund to the establishment and improvement of 
roads leading to and from the Seat of Government. This would 
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not only promote the immediate growth and prosperity of the 
place in which the State is deeply interested, being the propri-. 
etor of the soil, but it would extend the benefits resulting from. 
this fund to the various sections of the State, by affording facil- 
ities to the conveyance of our mails, and extending to our citi- 
zens the benefit of free communication with their seat of Gov- . 
ernment at all seasons. 

The mail route from this to Mobile, Alabama, presents a stri- 
king instance of the importance of this policy. The road on ` 
this rout is at presént good, with the exception of a few streams, 
over which bridges should be erected, and which could be done 
to the boundary of the State, with an expense of a few thon- 
sand dollars. ‘This done by Mississippi, we have no reason to 
doubt that a corresponding measure would be adopted by Ala- 
bama to her boundary meeting us. This would enable us to 
‘procure a line of mail stages direct from Mobile to this place, 
which would afford us the eastern news several days earlier 
than by any existing rout; and it would extend to a large por- 
tion of our fellow-citizens the means of free access to Mobile, 
their-only place of Market, and at the same time to their seat 
of government. 

I might enumerate many objects of improvement of equal 
` magnitude to various other sections of the State. I will only 
instance the mail rout from Woodyille, passing through this 
place to Columbus; from this to Holmesville; from this-to the 
Staig line, in the direction of Memphis, Tennessee; from this 
to the State line, in the direction of Tuscaloosa, intersecting a 
road already laid off by the authority of Alabama, in the di- 
rection for this place. Although these objects may not be ac- 
complished, in an eminent degree, with the means of that fund 
already at your command, yet they may be greatly improved, 
and finally accomplished with the means that we have, in anti- 
cipation of an immediate and very great enlargement of that 
fund accruing from the.sale of lands in our newly acquired ter- 
ritory. Those, with such other objects of internal improve- 
ment as may ‘be devised by you in your deliberations, for the 
convenience and benefit of the State, will meet my cordial ap- 
probation. i , 

The establishment of a well devised system. of education, is 
` of immense importance to all republican forms of government, 
and surely io none more than Mississippi—a State surpassed 
by none in the Union in her democratic principles. In fur- 
therance of this master stroke of policy, I cannot do more than 
. to invite your attention to article 7 and section 14 of the con- 
stitution of the State. = 3 

Fellow-Citizens—I came to the solemnities of the nath that - 
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Jam about to take. Byit I am required to support the consti- 
tution of this State and of the United States; this I stand 
pledged to do from policy and duty. I cannot draw those in- 
vidious distinctions between our Federal and. State Govern- 
ments that some do. I hold them to be one and. indefeasibly 
the same, for certain purposes. However muchI may deplore 
the tendency of our Federal Union to consolidation—however 
strong my opposition to a tariff of protection—and however 
fixed, unalterably, I may be in my opposition to a general sys- 
‘tem of internal improvement by the General Governmen t— 
yet 1 cannot give assent to the dangerous remedy of nullifica- 
tion; a doctrine which, if adhered to, cannot fail of producing 
the worst consequences. Indeed, is it not an anomaly in the 
affairs of all well regulated governments, to see at a moment 
of general prosperity—at a moment when our external and 
internal relations are in the most happy state of existence— 
that we should be brought to a poise by State dissensions; an 
that too, at a moment when we have the pleasure of witness- 
ing the most happy reactions produced by that spirit of reform 
. which has so eminently marked the career of the present ad- 
‘ministration. i 
And finally, fellow-citizens, wejhave much cause for render- 
ing up to Almighty God our fervent adoration for the many 
-blessings we have been permitted to enjoy as a people; and°i 
beseech you to join me in prayers that He may prosper our 
measures, and take into His “holy keeping” the destinies of our 


common country, i 
aa H. G. RUNNELS.

_ lution ef both Houses of the Legislature, to take into consider- 
ation the best mode of revising all the laws of a general na- 
ture, so as properly to adapt them to the several jurisdiction 
and tribunals established by the Constitution of this State, have 
had the said resolution under consideration, and have bestowed 
on the subject all the reflection which the nature of their 
other duties and the limited time in which they have been ex 
gaged would permit. 

in considering this subject, your committee could not be in: 
sensible to the radical difference in the basis and tendencies 
of the present Constitution, as contra-distinguished from the 
one which the laws contemplated to be revised, were made to 
give effect, nor of the pressing importance it shall he to the 
welfare of the community, that the Legislature shall give the 
earliest possible adaptation of those laws to the existing Con- 
stitution Whatever indeed may have been the diversified 

_ feelings of our citizens `` reference to the organic law, we - 
shall all be proud to give s. dy and successful operation to the 
primary and essentially republican principles contained in it. 
This can only be done by properly adapting the Jaws of the 
State by Legislative action .to the several jurisdictions entrust- » 
ed toeach respective tribunal. In doing this your committee 
are not insensible that the Legislative authority will have to 
prescribe such rules as shall be applicable to the departments 
of the State government, and to each separate tribunal and ju- 
risdiction.—Connected with these rules will be the laws regu- 
lating the several relations of men and thei: property; the 
remedies which are to be applied to the rights and immunities 
of individuals, and te the peace and good order -of the whole 
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community; with proper regulations on the subject of crimes 
and misdemeanors, the punishing of vice in all its aspects by 
suitable restraints and penal sanctions in the prompt and im- 
partial administration of public justice. 

Until this shall be done, your committee are deeply and sen- 
sibly impressed with the conviction, that all partial and amenda- 

‘tory legislation, will but! tend to make confusion more con- 
fused. 
The duty of the Legislature, therefore, to-take upon thems 
selves the task at the earliest period, is not only called for by 
the best interest and just expectation of the country, but is, iz 
opinion of your committee, on this Legislature a paramount 
obligation. ; 
The mode how; and time when, have occupied the devoted 
consideration of yourcommittee. In the reflection which they 
have been enabled to give this subject, one of three modes has 
suggested itself to their consideratiou as best. 
Ist. That the Legislature should appoint one or more legal, 
“ie and distinguished gentlemen of the State, to revise 
tie laws; the revisal'to be submitted to the consideration and 
,actioa of an adjourned session of the Legislature: or— 

diy. That there be appropriate committees appolated from 
» the members of this Legislature, whose duty it shali be to re- 
main at the seat of government and revise the laws.—The re- 
visal to be reported to an adjourned session of the Legislature: 
or— were 
3dly. That the Legislature at its present session, refer the | 
several chapters of the present revised Code to proper com- 
. miltees, whose duty it shall be to revise respectively the chap- 
ters thus referred, ingrafting in them all the laws in the pam- 
phlet acts applicable to the particular subject referred, and for 
this Legislature at its present session to make the revisal. The 
latter mode recommends itself to your committee as the. best. 

As to the first, your committee cannot fail to be admonished 
of the confidence which their fellow-citizens- have reposed in 
the present Legislature, from their having in the exercise of 
the elective franchise, respectively selected them from the body 
of the community in confidence of their supposed capability 
and willingness to discharge all the daties of legislation.—It 
is certainly due from the Legislature to themselves to answer 
to that confidence and the jast expectations of the State.—It 
would certainly be unworthy of us to declare, by transferring 
the labors before us to others, that the confidence of our con- 
stituents has been misplaced.“ Your committee therefore feel 
it their duty to vindicate without reluctance the ability, and 
urge the daty upon this Legislature, to discharge for them- 

‘selves and the country those duties of Legislation. 
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As to the second, not only this Legislature, but the whole 
community are deeply sensible of the inefficiency of the pre- 
sent laws to give effect to the existing Constitution. Your 
eommittee, as citizens, have witnessed the unsuitableness of 
the laws to the jurisdiction and tribunals created by the present 
Constitution.—There is not a tribunal connected with it in 
which there onenien arise embarrassing questions unfavora- 


ble to the convenience, rights, property and ,liberty of our | 
citizens.—Until the duties shall be performed contemplated - 


by the resolution before us, the acknowledged confusion which 
now exists in the laws, will be daily more and more detrimental 


to the interest and welfare of. the country.—That there will, 


under any mode, be diversified views. feelings and wishes 
among the members, as tọ many of the laws, is to be anticipa- 
ted; and should there be tlie most judicious selection of a com- 
mittee to revise the laws, and report them to an adjourned 
session of the Legislature, it is self-evident tu your committee, 
that there would then exist the same diversified and discrepant 
opinions and wishes in the Legislature (if not greater) than 
would now develope themselves in the matters before us. 


—~ Ås tothe third, in the opinion of your committee, the most 


speedy action of the Legislature on the state of things before 


us will best contribute to the public welfare, ensure the great- 


est saving of public money, and conduce the greatest to a har- 
monieus action among the members in the discharge of their 
respective duties.— Your committee cannot fail to remind the 
two Houses, that there already exists in the present revised 
code under the old Constitution, almost all the laws applicable 
to each subject of a general nature, and that there is not want- 
ing a great deal of labour, when properly apportioned, to ap- 
propriate committees, to extend them so as to include in them 
all the laws in the pamphlet acts applicable to any particular 
subject. 

The task to alter the phraseology of the several laws so as 
to make them conform and give effect to the present Constitu- 
tion, when the subjects~are separately considered, your com- 
mittee do not regard as intricate or difficult. 

Much aid, as well as saving of timeand money, will be found 
in the fact that each member will have an opportunity, by an 
examination of the present revised code, to furnish the respec- 
tive committees with proper information on all the amendments 
necessary to be made in the laws on each particular subject.— 
The several committees will certainly for themselves thorough; 
ly investigate and understand, and be able to vindicate the 
laws they may recommend.—If we shall distrust owr own capa- 
citigs, and persuade ourselves that we are unequal to the task, 
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that want of confidence will naturally and certainly insure a 
failure. But if we shall determine to act. with a becoming 
resolution, to convince our constituents that their confidence 
has not been misplaced, and to labour in our ‘vocations in good 
faith, and with persevering industry, we haye it in our power 
to do much good for the public welfare. We therefore recom-

ject. 
i After a patient and laborious investigation of the „subject 
referred, they find a pleasure in concurring in the report of the 
majority, so far as itis stated thereby, to be a matter of prima- 
ry importance that a revisal of the laws of a general nature, 
should, at an early day, command the attention and the action 
of the Legislature. That a code of laws revised, amended and 
consolidated, adapted to the principle of the organie law, and 
to the respective jurisdictions and tribunals of the State, is at 
this time, much to be desired; and, that the subject demands 
the action of the representatives of the people in some shape 
cannot be denied; nor can the minority see that this proposi- 
ved in the resolution before them. The joint com- 
mittee were, by the terms of the resolution, charged to examine 
and report to their respective Houses the best mode of having 
that important duty performed. 

In the labours of the committee in their several sessions, the 
subject was fully discussed, and various suggestions, all having 
for their end the ultimate good of the community, were offer- 
ed; and the several modes mentioned in the report of the ma- 
jority, were by some individuals, thought to be liable to some 
objection. In the progress of these discussions, and since the 
action of the joint committee on the subject, the question oc- 
curred to the undersigned, whether is it politic to recommend a 
Frevisal of the laws, and their adaptation to the constitution at 
all, at this session of the Legislature? This question was sug- 
gested from reflecting on the fact, that the constitution itself, 
is but an experiment in the science of government; it has not 
yet so fully recommended itself by the test of experience, the 
exigencies of the people, and the fullness of time, as to have 
become the settled organic law of the land. But on the cor- 
trary, may be said to be just straggling into existence, amid 
the “diversified feelings of our citizens; and moreover, from 
the knowledge of the fact, that the people from the various 
parts of the State are expecting from their representatives 4 
revisal of that instrument. 

But, if in the exercise of the best judgment of this honora- 
ble body, it should be deemed expedient to act definitely on the 
subject embraced in the resolution submitted to the joint com- 
mittee at this session, the minority of your committee, would 
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respectfully represent, that in their opinion, the following is 
the best mode of effecting the object under consideration. That

The minority of your committee, in presenting these views 
for the consideration of the House, flatter themselves, that the 
plan proposed, is one calculated not only toaccelerate the work, 
but greatly to lessen the expenditure of the public money; be- 
cause, from their limited experience in legislation, they believe 
the project of revising, embodying and arranging a code of 


laws, in the progress of common legislation, will not only be 


attended with unlimited delay and confusion, but will be found 
as utterly impracticable as it is novel. 

The minority of your committee take this occasion to say, 
that they are fully aware of the confidence reposed in them, by 
their constituents on the one hand, and of the indefatigable 
labours required of them on the other; and to assure your hon- 
orable body of the “willingness to discharge all the duties of 
legislation” to the best of their abilities, and “to answer to that 
confidence” referred to in the report of the majority. But they 
are not aware, that by adopting the mode here reported, it 
could be construed to be “transferring the labours before us to 
others,” or that the confidence of our constituents can be con- 
sidered as having been “misplaced” any more than the ordina- 
ry course of practice in legislation, of making out to commit- 
tees certain portions of public duty, can be liable to such a con- 
struction. When the work is prepared as proposed by this re- 
port, it will be submitted to ah adjourned session for adoption; 
motion after motion, and amendment after amendment, will be 
thus avoided; the task will be shortened, the work will be done, 
and the wants of the people supplied,—and this too, as the mi- 
nority respectfully suggest, at a vast saving of time, and expen- 
diture of money.

The State of Missis- 
sippi, by its happy location, between the two extremes of. heat 
and cold, may be said to be the most favorable portion of the 
United States. We witness wherever we go, and upon every 
road we travel, in the strong tide of emigration which is set- 
ting in upon us from every point of the compass, the strongest 
evidence of our flourishing condition, and of our unexampled 
prosperity. Admitting this view of the subject to be correct, 
we are at a loss to conceive why the State of Mississippi should 
sit with arms folded upon the treasure which nature has poured 
` into her lap, even to overflowing; or rather we would say, we 
have wondered thatlong ere this, she has not arisen.in her 
strength, and shaken off the lethargy which has so long op- 
pressed her. Her destiny as a Stafe, and more particularly as 
a community producing the great staple which is the source of 
our prosperity, is written upon the map of her territory, in lan- 
guage that cannot be misconstrued. She possesses eapabilities 
that require nothing but a small portion of her immense re- 
sources, to be improved to an extent almost unknown in the an- 
nals of Internal Improvement. Let her therefore arise, and 
put forth her strength, and all that we desire, as ay agricultural 
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; 
and commercial people, is accomplished. Let her will it, and 
it is done. - is ' s ' 

“Your committee could present other and equally interesting 
views of this subject all going to show its legitimate connexion - 
with other branches of sound political economy; fer an example- ` 
with the cause of morals and general education, and in short, 
with the advancement of: every, interest, physical and intel- 
lectual, which is dear to us as-a people; but we forbear doin 
this, from various considerations, the principal of which is, th 
we would fain believe, that not one individual of your body, 
entertains a single idea dissentient from those we have ventured 
to express. . To urge them, therefore, further upon your con- 
sideration, might be viewed by you as obtrusive, and a labor of 
supererogalion. A : 

‘Your committee having reason to believe that the Legisla- 
ture now in session at this place, are at this moment in action 
upon this subject, confess, that they have much to hope for, from 
that souree, and look forward with anxious solicitude to the 
result of their deliberations. We view this body as occupping, 
at this particular juncture, a more important position than any 
previous Legislature has occupied. We confidently hope that 
the policy they will adopt and carry into effect, in connexion 
with this great interest, will be such, as, shall at a future day, 
entitle them to the proud distinction of fathers and benefactors 
of their country. Your committee, upon mature reflection, 
have deémed it unadvisable to put upon paper any thing, which

Did the constitution 
proceed no farther, it is the opinion of the committee the re- 
port of the Secretary of State, would show enough to render - 
their duty plain and easy. .This exhibit by the Secretary, cop- 
tains the returns from all the ‘counties, (except the. county of 
Jackson, whose vote could not change the result,) so. far as to 
show the vote given in each for and against the amendment. 
The result thus appearing, is, that four thousand five hundred 
and thirty one electors voted for the amendment, and but ten 
hundred and ninety-thyee against the amendment.
